No. 405-H-&GL — The following draft of certain further 
amendments to Indian Pilgrim Ships Rules, 1998, which 
it is proposed to make in exercise of the powers conferred 
by sub-section (1) of section 213 of the Indian Merchant 
Shipping Act, 1923 (XXI of 1923), is published, as required 
by sub-section (8) of the said section, for tho information 
of all persons likely to be affected thcrohy and notice is 
hereby given that the draft will bo taken into consideration 
on or after the 15th Decomber 1949. 

Any objection or suggestion which may be received from 
any person in respect of the sa d draft before the date 
specified will be considered by the Central Government. 

Draft Amendments 

In- the said Rules — 

(1) To sub-rule (1) of rule 118 the following proviso shall

“Provided that in the caso of ships which enter the 
pilgrim trade for the first time on or after the 1st 
December 1949, the proportion of latrine seats to 
the total number of pilgr ms shall be not less than 
4 for the first 100 and 4 for every additional 100 
or fraction of that number in excess of 100.”

The dressing room shall be located 
adjacent to the washing places reserved for 
women and if possible there shall be inter- 
communication between the washing places and 
the dressing room,

the ladies dress-'ng room shall he ‘Provided as far

No. 420-Oon.- — In exercise of the powers conferred by 
section 8 of the Diplomatic and Consular Officers (Oaths 
and Fees) Act, 1948 (XLT of 1948), the Central Govern- 
ment is pleased to make the following rules, namely: — - 

1. Short title — These rules may he called the Diplomatic 
and Consular Officers (Fees) Rules, 1949. 

2. Definitions, — dn those rules, "Schedule” means a 
Schedule appended to these rules. 

8. Scale of fees. — Fees for functions performed by 
diplomatic and Consular Officers in respect of matters 
specified in column 1 of Schedule I will be levied accord- 
ing to the scale prescribed in column 2 (hereof. 

4. Power to remit fees — A diplomatic or a Consular 
Officer may remit a fee leviable under iule 3 on the ground 
of the destitution of the person to whom the Consular 
service is rendered or as a matter of professional or inter- 
national courtesy and on no other ground 

5. No remuneration to he charged for Consular service — 
A diplomatic or Consul Officer shall not, save as is provided 
in these rules, ask for or take any fee or reward for or on 
account of any act, thing or service done, performed or 
rendered by him in the execution of his office, 

6. Collection of fees — AH fees shall be collected hv 
means of consular stamps, to he obtained from the Govern- 
ment of India Central Stamp Store and will be accounted 
for to the Government of India 

7. Py-blication of table of fees- (11 A. copy of the tabte 
of fees prescribed in Schedule I shall be affixed and 
exhibited in a conspicuous place in every Consular Officii}

1. These rules may he called the Central Foil Health

“145. Grant of temporary licence — (1) The Board 
may grant lor a period not exceeding sixty days, 
and in accordance with such procedure and for 
such reasons and subject to such conditions as it 
may think fit, a temporary licence to operate a 
scheduled air transport service with aircraft 
registered in India 

(2) The Central Government also may exercise the 
powers specified in sub-rule (1) and further may 
extend the temporary licence from time to time 
upto a total period no| exceeding six months and 
amend, suspend or revoke any licence granted 
under this sub-rule and review any order made 
thereunder, for such reasons in any such oaso, aB 
it shall think fit.” 

(k) Buie 145 shall be omitted. 

(l) After rule 147 the following shall be inserted,

“147-A. Amendment of terms of licence. — (1) The 
Board, so far aB appears to it to be necessary for 
securing the more effective development of air 
transport or otherwise in the public interest, may 
at any time amend .the terms of a licence other 
than a licence granted under sub-rule (2) of 
rule 145 after giving the holder a reasonable 
opportunity of representing his views.

(c) that having regard to the financial resources ot 
the holder of the licence or the losses incurred^ 1 
by him, he cannot be relied upon to continue 
the operation of the service in a safe, efficient 
and reliable manner; or 

(d) that such substantial changes have taken place 
in regard to the matters specified in clauses (1) 
to (8) of rule 140 as to render it necessary or 
expedient in the public interest or in the 
interest of safety to suspend or revoke the 
licence; or 

(e) that the licence was obtained by fraud.”

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1 (n) In i ule 150, m tile proviso, alter the words “is 
disposed o ("j the following words shall be added, 
namely: — » 

“or unless the Board has directed otherwise m the 
interest o± public convenience.’

“other than a temporary or a provisional licence.’’

REPORT 

Part L — Activities in Bihar 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Com- 
mittee for Bihar met four times during the year and con- 
sidered various matters connected with tho welfare of mica 
miners in that Province Progress made in respect of each 
sehonio is briefly indicated below: — 

Medical reiiif . — An agreement wui, executed vvitn the 
existing uospuin at ivoumma lui the ibseivawon oi ten 
beds lor the Ube oi mica mineib oh payment of a sum ei 
Rs. 13,900 pci annum. Under this auangement, loa 
patients weie received in the hospital during the yeai. 
Dispensaries wete opened at Dilab and Dhorakoia m build- 
ings obtamed as a temporary measure. The dispensary 
at Dhab was opened on tho last (October 19 r 8 and tne one 
at DhoruRoia on tho 24th E^eoember 1948. About 800 
patients weie treated every month in the dispensary at 
nlhah and about 200 in the dispensary al Dhorakoia. -± 
sum ot about Rs. 40,000 has been included m the budget 
for 1949-50 for the running oi these two dispensanes Suit- 
able sites for the construction oi pormauent dispensaries 
were selected at Dhab, Dlxrukola and Tisn. The ques- 
tion of openmg a dispensary 7 at Ganpatbagi in the Gawan 
Zone was also uudet consideiation foi winen an expenditure 
oi about Rs. 9,000 is proposed to be sanctioned during 
1949-50. A site was selected at Karma for setting up^ a 
Central Hospital, a Child Weiiare clinic and also the otnee 
buddings oi the Fund and anangements tor acquisition of 
laud, etc., were completed. A sum ot Rb. 1,00,000 has 
been included in the budget for 1949-50 lor acquiring the 
land. Negotiations were made for the purchase oi two 
mobile medical units lor giving medical relief to the miners 
at their pluco oi work. A sum of over Rs. 25,01X3 has been 
sanctioned for the purchase oi two vans tor the purpose. 
A preliminary survey was conducted regarding the introduc- 
tion oi anti-malaria measures m the mica fields. 

Provision of Drinking water. — With a view to augment- 
ing existing water supply, it was decided to sink four wells, 
one each at Dhorakoia, Sapid, Dabour and Klialaktumbi. 
The cost was estimated to be about Rs. 48,000. Work was 
actually started at Dhorakoia and Sapki. 

Provision stores. — For supplying consumer goods at com- 
paratively cheaper prices to mica miners at their place oi 
work and thereby encouraging them to improve their 
standard of living, a mobile shop was introduced in the 
mica fields. The cost of the van was about Rs. 16,00(3 and 
the capital cost for purchase of consumer goods Rs. 25,000- 
The shop visited 221 mines und sold consumer goods such 
as aluminium and brass utensils, shirts, blankets, umbrel- 
las, torches, cells, etc., worth over Rs. 9/HM3. Vegetable 
seeds were distributed free of cost among a large number 
of miners in order to encourage them to glow vegetables at 
their dwellings and to improve the nutritive value of their 
diet. 

Recreational facilities. — It was decided to run a mobile 
cinema in the mica fields and a van was purchased for the 
purpose at a cost of about Rs. 80,000. 

Part TI — Wet.fare Activities in Madras Province 

The Mica Mines Labour Welfare Fund Advisory Com- 
mittee for Madras met 11 times during the year and con- 
sidered various matters connected with the welfare rf mica 
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miners in that lhovince. Progress made in respect of each 
scheme is indicated below. All the institutions mentioned 
below wore being inn either in rented buildings or in pre- 
mises placed at the disposal of the Fund by donors, tree 
of rent. The question of constructing Funds own build- 
ings was under consideration. 

Medical Relief - — Hospitals were opened in January 1949 
at Syadapuram and Kaliehedu. The total expenditure 
during the year was over Its. 8, (XX). Expenditure during 
1949-50 is expected to be Rs. 24,000 non-recurring and 
B,s. 19,CK)0 lecurriug. About 120 patients per day attended 
the former and about 50 utteiuled the latter. A dispensary 
■was opened at Gudur where the average daily attendance 
of patients was about 150 Provision has been made for 
a reourring expenditure ol lift 10,000 and a non-recurring 
expenditure of Rs. 11,000 during 1949 50 on account of this 
dispensary. Ill order that it may he ol greater benefit to 
tbs mica miners, it has been decided to shift the dispen- 
sary from Gudur to the actual mining areas. Three mater- 
nity centres were also started in January 1949 at Syada- 
puram, Utukur and Talupur. The expenditure incurred 
during the year was about Es. 1,000. An expenditure of 
about Rs. 25,000 recurring and Es. 13,000 non-recurring is 
expected to bo incurred on these maternity centres during 
1949-50. About ten confinement cases were conducted in 
each centre every month. The eliildre i of mica miners 
weie given free baths at the centres The mid wives ap- 
pointed by the Fund went round the mines and visited 
expectant mothers every duv. An ambulance van wav 
placed in the mica fields for transports g victims of mine 
accidents to the hospitals. Quinine was distributed free to 
malarial patients in the mining area 
Provision of drinking water . — Throe sites were selected 
for sinking wells and steps were taken to get the sites 
alienated, An expenditure of Es. 16,000 has been pro- 
v ded for in the budget for 1049-50 for the sinking of these 
wells A scheme for ai gmentmg the existing water 
supplies at Gudur was also under consideration. 

Provision of stores . — A scheme for die opening of a pro- 
vision store for the supply of foodgrains and other provisions 
to the mica miners at controlled prices was under considera- 
' o" r eurrinv cTpe-' d tine of about E<- 5,000 and 
"vn o, htni’e o' 1 abo’d Es. 1,000 has been pro- 
1 i Ibis purpose in (he budget for 1940-50. 

P creation , — Two radio pp + -i were installed at Gudur and 
Talupur at a cost of Eg. 2,000. Three more sets are pro- 
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poaed to he installed and a sum" of Es. 3 ,000 has been 
provided for the purpose in the budget for 1949-50. Regular 
games were organised and matches in “Chedugudu” eon 
ducted at Talupur and Utukur. A sum of Es. 400 was 
spent dining the year on games. A sum of Es. 1,500 is 
expected to be spent during 1949-50. The ambulance vail 
Wa-s fitted with microphone and gramophone equipments 
and used for giving music to the miners, when it was not 
used on ambulance work. 

Educational facilities . — Two elementary schools were 
started in January 1949 at Kaliehedu and Talupur. The 
average number of students on the mils of these schools 
were 92 and 183 respectively. Expenditure on these schools 
during the year under report was about Us. 2,000. Expendi- 
ture during 1949-50 is expected to be Rs. 23,000 recurring 
and Ea. 21,000 non-recurring. A night school for adults 
was opened in Gudur and the number of students on the 
rolls there was 101.
